The era of French reign had a huge 
influence on the culture and particularly on the dominant 
language, still spoken today in the province. Discover this 
rich heritage and the English and Indigenous influences!

The legacy of 

the founding nations 

The Québec City area resonates with 
the history of people who are unique 
on the continent, proud of their 
Indigenous and European roots. 

Get acquainted with the Huron-Wendat 
people, an Indigenous nation that has 
witnessed the shaping of the country. 
And visit several buildings and remnants 
of early New France that are still here, 
like the Maison des Jésuites de Sillery, 
and from the days of English reign, 

like the Holy Trinity Cathedral. 


Take a look 

at traditional 
Huron-Wendat 
clothing during 
a powwow. 


A rich military legacy 

Explore the *Gibraltar of North America" 
on Cap Diamant. An integral part of the 
city’s fortifications, the star-shaped 
Citadelle of Québec is an excellent 
representation of the city’s military past. 


Also visit the Musée Royal 22° Régiment 
located in a French gunpowder magazine 
from 1750 and in an old military prison 
from 1842, the summertime changing of 
the guard and cannon firing, the official 
residence of the Governor General of 
Canada, and the Musée du Fort devoted 
to Québec City’s military history.

Places of historical 
importance 

Walk along part of the 
4.6-kilometre Fortifications 
of Québec that surround

Religious tourists will find that Québec 
City's churches hold veritable heritage 
treasures. The amazing crypt at the 
Notre-Dame de Québec Basilica- 
Cathedral preserves the tombs of 

four governors from the New France 
era. Also of note are the Notre-Dame- 
des-Victoires Church, erected in 1688 
(the oldest stone church in North 
America), the Sainte-Anne-de-Beaupré 
Shrine and the many century-old 
churches in the area.

At the Parc national de la Jacques- 
Cartier, take in the area's natural 
wonders on the 100-plus kilometres of 
hiking trails. Whether they lead you 
alongside a river or into the heart of a 
spectacular glacial valley, the park's 
trails promise exceptional views in 
every season. 


The Cap Tourmente National Wildlife 
Area is a protected nature area filled 
with stunning features, like vast coastal 
wetlands, plains, the mountain and, of 
course, the river itself. Witness the 
spring and fall migration of thousands 
of snow geese that stop here to feed. 


The Station touristique Duchesnay,

It’s not every restaurant that opens its doors 
and triggers a small revolution in its sector, 
a veritable culinary earthquake in its home town. 
Nina Pizza Napolitaine's arrival on the Québec City scene garnered much 
attention, both downtown and in neighbouring districts. 


The restaurant has been operating on Rue 
Saint-Anselme since 2013, with pizzaiolos 
toiling at the wood-fired oven that heats to 
900 degrees Fahrenheit, exuding an 
intoxicating aroma as it cooks freshly 

neaded dough. An ambiance-practically a 
performance-that sets the tone for the 
gastronomic experience that follows. 
Whether you opt for the Margherita ++ (with 
mozzarella di bufala, please) or a creation 
ike the Salsiccia e Rapini or Greenpoint, 
you'll get a taste of heaven. *Nina Pizza 
came from те,” said co-owner Pénélope 
Lachapelle. *On a trip to New York, | had a 
Neapolitan pizza made by a Neapolitan, and 
basically had an epiphany. In spite of the 
City's vast array of culinary options, | ate the 
same pizza three times in two days. I 
decided that this was definitely what | had 
to do in life. | created a business plan, | 
looked for a place to get trained, and all of 
my research led me back to the restaurant 
where | first tasted that pizza, where it all 
began. The owner, Roberto Caporuscio, is 
the U.S. President of the Association of 
Neapolitan Pizzaiuoli. He has his own 
school." 


After taking the two-week course 
under the grand master, and receiving 
their diplomas, Pénélope and her 
partner Lucie Nadeau were admitted 
into a brotherhood that has no 
borders. An official professional 
certification based on peer 
recognition, a community to which 
very few Québec merchants can boast 
they belong. *Neapolitan pizza is huge. 
In Naples, obviously, but throughout 
the world too. There's a technique, and 
certain products to use. To some, it's 
like a controlled appellation." 
Stretching the dough and cooking it 
requires knowhow that isn't gained 
overnight. Being a pizzaiola isn't 
something you improvise," explained 
the businesswoman. *We learned the 
entire process for making authentic 
Neapolitan pizza and then we showed 
our employees."

This quest for true authenticity extends 
right into the restaurant's dining room. 
The oven facing the lobby of the Lower 
Town location was a deliberate choice on 
the part of the co-owners. This custom, 
imported oven was the subject of a 


successful fundraising campaign on La 
Ruche a few years ago. Pénélope puts it 
into layman's terms: *It's incredibly hot, it 
gives the dough a thermal shock. Our 
oven is from Naples. It was made by 
Stefano Ferrara, a third-generation 
artisan and oven manufacturer from 
father to son. It’s a whole technique. We 
visited his workshop two years ago and 
you aren't allowed into the back to see 
how the ovens are made. It's a secret. We 
had ours brought over by boat in a 
container. What great memories!" 


LIKE AN EMERGING 
ARTISTS’ CAFE 


The success of Nina Pizza Napolitaine 
was almost immediate-the founders 
didn't even have to 

advertise. Customers are still elbowing 
their way in the door-happily and 
politely!-and the restaurant has 
become a hub among residents of the 
Saint-Roch neighbourhood, for 
discussion and exchange. Many of the 
restaurant's cooks and servers are 
artists. The mural by Kaél Mercader 
and Phelipe Soldevila on the wall of 
the parking area at the main 
restaurant bears witness to this: it's a 
playful work of art evoking the circus 
world, and it's sure to make you smile. 


Québec City inhabitants have truly 
embraced the establishment, enjoying 
great pizza in a lively environment. 
Whether seated among friends in the 
dining room or casually at the counter, 
you may well spot some familiar faces 
or musicians like Hubert Lenoir and 
Jéróme 50 enjoying a pizza along with 
a negroni or nice glass of red wine.

UP THE HILL 


In early 2020, the partners finally 
scaled Cap Diamant and opened 
a second location in Upper Town, 
in the shadows of the main 
tourism arteries but right next to 
Old Québec, in the Saint-Jean- 
Baptiste neighbourhood. *The 
response has already been 
fantastic. We've had lots of 
opportunities... We could have 
opened a dozen restaurants, but 
the idea of a franchise doesn't 
interest us. It's hard to stay on 
mission and not dilute things."

The feast reaches its summit 
with a delicious glass of ice cider from 
the Cidrerie Verger Joe Giguére and a 
selection of delectable cheeses from 
Fromages de l'isle d'Orléans.

products made by the island farmers 
and witness their infectious zest for life. 


Continuing your trip, you'll arrive at 

the island's eastern point, where there's

In the thriving and trendy Limoilou area of Québec City, the Distillerie Stadaconé 
has, in just one year, become the pride of the district. The innovative trio of 
founders put their creative juices to work and developed a comprehensive and 
original experience for their visitors. This is the first distillery in Québec offering 
an escape game, an educational component and coloured gin tastings. 


Nestled right next to the lively 3° 
Avenue and more than a dozen great 
restaurants (including Arvi, recently 
ranked Canada's best new restaurant), 
the Distillerie Stadaconé is becoming 
as well known as the neighbouring 
Riviére Saint-Charles. 


The distillery's name is what first 
piques people's curiosity. It hails 
directly from the 16th century, from 
the Iroquois village next to which 
Jacques Cartier set up his first camp. 


*The distillery is exactly mid-way 
between this village and the spot the 
French chose for their campsite,” 
explained co-founder and president 
Jean-Pierre Allard. *This is what 
inspired us... It's often in the context 
of an encounter, a get-together, that 
people enjoy a good drink. In our 
case, we're harkening back to the 
great encounter between the 
Europeans and the First Nations, 
which occurred just metres from here, 
if not on this very spot." 


Jean-Pierre's co-founders-Alexandre 
Thomas, Marketing Director, and 
Jonathan Chrétien, Director of 
Operations and recipe developer-are 
former colleagues with whom he 
worked at a high-tech firm. The 
friends wanted to create a business 
together that would be a reflection of 
who they are, allowing them to 
interact with people and offer an 
experience to visitors who love spirits. 


This led to the creation of a 20-minute 
escape game as an add-on to the 
distillery tours and tastings. The 

“Land Ho!” activity is based on the 
following scenario: the captain of a 
ship has just arrived in Stadaconé and 
is dying of scurvy. Visitors have to 
quickly find five ingredients to 
concoct a remedy to save him. The 
game takes place in a room designed 
like a 16th-century boat, and involves 
solving riddles and encounters with 
Indigenous people. Clever participants 
are rewarded with a gin tasting at a 
boat-shaped bar. 


“Visitors then shift to modern 
day and are shown the steps 
involved in the alcohol 
production process, including 
an explanation on how to 
make whisky from beer. This 
type of tour rarely includes 
this level of detail. The 
distillery's educational 
component is very interesting 
and customers really 
appreciate it. That's what we 
wanted: to host people and 
have them emerge from the 
experience changed."

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A MEETING PLACE, A 
NEIGHBOURHOOD LIFE 


Limoilou and 3* Avenue have become a 
destination unto themselves in the old 
capital. Residents of this neighbourhood- 
which many compare to Montréal's Mile 
End for its eclectic inhabitants, cafés and 
restaurants-and other city dwellers now 
mingle with a growing number of foreign 
visitors. 


So it's no coincidence that the gin bottles 
are labelled *Limoilou, Québec." Making a 
difference in the life of this district linking 
Lac Saint-Charles to the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence is precisely what Stadaconé's 
three founders were looking to do. 


“Local residents have told us ‘You’re the 
pride of our neighbourhood!’ and we feel 
this pride whenever we see our products at 
the SAQ and in restaurants. We truly love 
our work because our customers leave here 
happy, having appreciated their 
experience." 


At the moment, Stadaconé has three 
coloured gins. Bleu (which turns violet 
when you add tonic because of the 
properties of the macerated butterfly pea 
flower!), Rouge and Noir, which is actually 
translucent. 


“We wanted to set ourselves apart 
from other gins in two ways. First, by 
distancing ourselves from the famous 
London Dry Gin, which contains 8096 
juniper berry, 10% coriander and 596 
cardamom, with a mere 596 left for 
creativity," explained Jean-Pierre 
Allard. We add less juniper, which 
makes for a softer gin that can be 
enjoyed on its own. And second, by 
adding less common ingredients such 
as cranberry, which we macerate for 
our red gin, elderflower (not the 
berry), privately imported Australian 
botanicals, kaffir lime leaf and African 
galanga spice for an ‘international’ gin 
that transports people to exotic 
locales." 


And the team intends to keep up its 
momentum. It's working on a spirit 
based in part on a mysterious, 
“little-known berry that grows іп 
Québec." Once the secret is out, you'll 
have one more reason to visit the 
Distillerie Stadaconé. Since the young 
company is focused on a 
comprehensive educational 
experience around distillation, 
ingredients and its products, you'll be 
able to learn all about this concoction.

Before Le Pied Bleu opened its doors їп 2012, the Saint-Sauveur 
neighbourhood was best known for Alys Robi (she was born there) and Roger 


Lemelin’s Les Plouffes. The district was in need of some rejuvenating. The 
restaurant run by Louis Bouchard Trudeau and Thania Goyette has since 
become one of Québec City’s leading eateries. 


It would be impossible to introduce Le 
Pied Bleu without first mentioning the 
flair and bold enthusiasm of its two 
owners, businesspeople who have indeed 
created quite a ripple effect in the 
neighbourhood. If their friendly 
charcuterie restaurant hadn't taken up 
residence on Rue Saint-Vallier Ouest, 
chances are that Chez Tao, Le Griendel, Le 
Kraken and others wouldn't have set up 
shop along this artery. “We thought no 
one would come when we first opened 
here," recalled Louis Bouchard Trudeau. 
*There weren't that many restaurants. 
There were a few Asian places, but that 
was it. In the end, we took off like 
gangbusters and had lots of people right 
from the start. Le Pied Bleu is located in 
the former Joe Madden men's notions 
store, which sold hats. It used to bea 
commercial street, there used to be stuff 
happening here. I think people are in the 
process of coming back. We're returning 
to something that used to exist here. I’m 
a great believer in the theory of the wheel 
that keeps on turning. In any case, I’m 
proud of my neighbourhood." 


Frequented by tourists and suburbanites 
alike, Rue Saint-Vallier Ouest is now full of 
surprising gourmet finds, and in the 
evening it comes alive like never before. 
More and more, it's the street people in 
Québec City head to when they go out. 
With the closure of Le Cercle, the trendy 
area seems to have gradually shifted west 
of Langelier, and Le Pied Bleu is integral to 
this. 


JUST LIKE IN LYON 

Blood sausage, tripe, andouillettes... 
Variety meats (offal) are what put Le Pied 
Bleu on the map in the beginning, even 
earning it a whole collection of medals and 
trophies across the Atlantic in the French 
town of Mortagne-au-Perche, which 
presents awards for the best blood sausage 
in the world.

He learned the rudiments of his trade 
on the job, for lack of available 
training because, here, academic

“Training programs for 
becoming a charcutier are not yet 
available in Québec. Га love it to 
come one day. | was a chef in various 
restaurants and decided to make my 
own charcuterie, and about 16 years 
ago, | had fun trying my hand at 
making blood sausage. From there, I 
never looked back. When we started, 
we always used suckling pig. It was 
pretty much trial and error, with 
information gleaned from the 
Internet. We tried everything. Now, 
we bring in French pork butchers who 
teach us other techniques. And we 
travel too. Every year, | try to go on 


At Thania's and Louis' establishment, 
everything is homemade and crafted with 
an artisanal flair and love. The duo has 
always been interested in the bouchon 
lyonnais (restaurant serving up regional 


charcuterie trips. One year, we went 
to Belgium for white pudding." 


specialties in a cozy ambiance) concept, 
and they love big tables of people and 
warm, friendly encounters with 
customers. This tradition is well aligned 
with their values. 


t's not that uncommon for 
customers at Le Pied Bleu to end up 
finishing their meals with other 
guests, in spite of any cultural or 
anguage barriers that might 
otherwise divide them. People from 
Québec City, from elsewhere in the 
province or from abroad... They 
forge spontaneous friendships over 
the salad cart that rolls among the 
tables, and also thanks to Louis' 
entertaining and charismatic 
hosting skills. 


“If we've stuck all the tables 
together by the end, it means we've 
had a good night. Sometimes 30 or 
40 customers end up having a drink 
together after their meal and that's 
perfect." 


FEASTING ON LIFE 

Noticing that vegetables were piling up in the 
cold room and wanting to avoid food waste, 
Le Pied Bleu eventually reached out down Rue 
Saint-Vallier Ouest to the Le Renard et la 
Chouette bistro, only a minute's walk away-an 
establishment that could be the Le Pied 
Bleu's little brother. It boasts quite an 
extraordinary selection of natural wine by the 
glass. *The idea, at the beginning," said Louis, 
*was really to say 'l've got unused food and 
I’m going to do something with it.” 


In almost perpetual expansion, the family 
business is now endeavouring to entice 
shoppers at the three major city markets: 
Marché de Sainte-Foy, the Grand Marché de 
Québec and the Galeries de la Capitale. The 
Le Pied Bleu kiosks, which bear the name Le 
roi du boudin, are springing up all over, 
sharing the company's culinary delights. As 
for the restaurant on Rue Saint-Vallier Ouest, 
a lively evening awaits you, with one of the 
best gastronomic gifts you could treat 
yourself to in Québec City!

Both on the Chez Boulay menu and 

at his nearby Comptoir Boréal pastry 
shops, the chef expresses his 
creativity through ingenious yet 
delectable substitutes: organic 
canola, camelina or hemp oil replaces 
olive oil, wild berry vinegar or verjus 
subs for lemon. He also highlights the 
province's berries, like black currant 
and haskap, by following the seasonal 
harvests. "We've had the sea 
buckthorn pie, much like a lemon 
meringue pie, on our menu for eight 
years, and I still love it!"

Welcome to the 
garden 

You'll notice that Saint- 
Laurent-de-l’Île-d’Orléans is 
home to countless vegetable 
farms and strawberry fields, 


for which the island is known. 


Around 1830, the parish 

had about 20 boat-builders 
and a few shipyards. You 

can learn about their history 
with a visit to the local 

Parc Maritime. 


Standing on the pier, with 
your eyes on the river and 
the cliffs of Lévis, take a 
deep breath of sea air. On 
your way to the next town, 
keep your eye out for the 
flour mill, built in 1715. 


A wealth of history 

At one time, most of the residents of 
Saint-Jean-de-l’Île-d’Orléans were ship pilots 
and sailors. You'll see some of their houses, 
dating between 1825 and 1860, in the town 
centre. Take a guided tour of the Manoir 
Mauvide-Genest, a gem of the New France 
period, built in 1734. 


Parc maritime, 
Saint-Laurent-de-I'lle-d'Orléans 


Saint-Jean boasts the largest strawberry 
farms in Canada, growing berries from 
spring to fall. It's a beautiful place to taste 
the red fruit, whether fresh or processed, 
like at the Tigidou jam factory.

The oldest parish of the island, Sainte- 
Famille-de-l’Île-d’Orléans provides an 
amazing view of the Céte-de-Beaupré and 
Mont-Sainte-Anne. Awaken your senses at 
its orchards, most of which allow you to 
pick your own. 


Continuing on, you'll spot the largest 
grouping of stone houses from the French 
Regime, including the Maison Drouin, one 
of the first dwellings from the 17th century. 
Just down the road, you can retrace the 
history and genealogy of its 300 founding 
families at Maison de nos Aieux. 


Since it's close to the bridge, Saint-Pierre- 
de-l’Île-d’Orléans is the most accessible 
and populated area of the island. 

The Espace Félix-Leclerc is located here 
as a place to honour and present the music 
of this well-known Québecois singer and 
poet. 


Before leaving, pop into the artisans' gift 
Stores to taste cider, terrines and confits, 
apple butter and other local products, 
including the renowned blackcurrant 
liqueur made by island liqueur-maker 
Cassis Monna et Filles and the delicious 
products of the vine from the Йе 

de Bacchus winery. 


Saint-François-de-l’Île- 
d'Orléans, at the island's 
eastern end, attracts many 
tourists to its municipal 
rest area and observation 
tower, where you can spy 
the islands of the 
archipelago and the St. 
Lawrence estuary. With its 
gardens and sweeping 
lavender fields, the nearby 
Seigneurie de |І е 
d'Orléans is one of the 
island's best-kept secrets.

You'll find uniquely beautiful homes 
and gardens, and tasty places to stop 
along the way. 


In the Québec City region, the Chemin du 
Roy is mainly associated with the Portneuf 
area, where you'll come across some of 
the most beautiful towns in Québec, like 
Neuville, Cap-Santé and Deschambault- 
Grondines. Why not break for a snack at 
the Parc de la Plage-Jacques-Cartier? 


First is Neuville, notable for its century 
homes and the patios facing the river. 
In summer, as you drive along Route 138 
from Neuville (and the best corn on the 
сор!) to Donnacona, produce stands 
beckon you to stop and fill up on fresh 
local fruits and vegetables. 


Then you come to Cap-Santé, the 
proud home of one of the rare churches 
from the French Regime. In fact, 

the Sainte-Famille church, built 
between 1754 and 1767, is the largest 
church to have been constructed in 

a rural area. And the view of the river 

is stunning! 


Last stop, Deschambault-Grondines 
with its old Presbytére, built in 1815, 
and the splendid Saint-Joseph church. 
And don't miss the nearby mills, Moulin 
de La Chevrotiére and Moulin à vent 
de Grondines, which are registered 
historic monuments. In summer, the 
Deschambault public market is well 
worth a stop for local products.

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Getting around 


Walking 

Old Québec has two sections: Upper 
Town and Lower Town. From Rue du 
Petit-Champlain, a ride in the funicular 
is the perfect way to easily get from one 
section to the other. The free Faubourg 
elevator connects the Saint-Roch 
neighbourhood in Lower Town to the 
Saint-Jean-Baptiste district in Upper 
Town, but you can also take one of the 
many stairways to get from one place 
to another. 


Car rental 

If you'd like to rent a car, there are 
several companies to choose from in the 
Québec City area, including Avis, 
Budget, Discount, Enterprise and Hertz. 


Public transit 

Québec City's public busses (run by 

the Réseau de transport de la Capitale, 
or RTC) serve most tourist attractions. 
There are several types of tickets to 
choose from that allow unlimited trips 
(one day, unlimited weekend or five 
consecutive days). Children 12 and under 
travelling with a paying parent always 
have free access.
